Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report  on 
the  Public  Health  of  this  District  for  the  years  1968  and  1969.  Most  of  the 
detail  is  in  tabular  form,  with  comments  on  each  section. 

Population  Statistics. 

Figures  from  the  Registrar  General  for  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  show  the  continuing  rise  in  the  population  of  the  district; 

1968  39,130 

1969  39,890 

The  vital  statistics  in  this  Report  are  based  on  these  figxtres. 

Births . 


The  rise  in  annual  births  in  the  District  continues  from  760  in 
1967,  to  774  in  1968,  and  797  in  1969, 

The  adjusted  birth  rates  for  the  District  for*  1968  and  1969  were 
19,4  and  19,6  per  1,000  population. 

Comparative  national  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  16.7  and 
16.8,  The  actual  number  of  births  nationally  fell  by  10,000  in  1968  and 
24,000  in  1969, 

Illegitimate  Births. 

The  figures  for  the  District  have  slightly  improved.  The  1967 
rate  of  69.7  fell  to  51.7  in  1968  and  52.7  in  1969. 

The  national  figures  for  England  and  Wales  continued  to  rise  to 
84  in  1968  and  86  in  1969.  Expressed  in  slightly  different  terms,  5%  of  all 
live  births  born  in  the  district  were  illegitimate  compared  with  a figure  of 
87o  for  England  and  Wales  for  1969. 

The  District  figures  hence  compare  favourably  with  most  areas. 
However,  in  view  of  the  increased  availability  of  family  planning  advice  to 
unmarried  girls  and  the  implementation  of  the  Abortion  Act,  1967,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  nationally  and  locally  the  problem  of  illegitimacy  and  extramarital 
sexual  intercourse  is  increasing.

Infant  and  Perinatal  Mortality. 


The  infant  deaths,  ice,,  under  one  year  old,  were  15  in  1967,  22 
in  1968  and  20  in  1969,  giving  death  rates  of  20,  28  and  25  per  1,000  live 
births. 

These  rates  are  slightly  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  the 
administrative  county  of  Glamorgan, 

Perinatal  mortality  rates,  (i.e,  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  first 
week  of  life,  live  and  stillbirths  per  1,000),  for  the  years  1968  and  1969 
were  34  and  36,  Corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  25  and  23,  : 

and  for  the  administrative  county  they  were  30  and  30,  Although  these  rates 
for  the  District  are  based  on  small  figures,  I consider  them  to  be 
significant.  Socially  deprived  families  in  obsolescent  housing,  or  in 
relative  poverty  in  modern  housing  are  more  likely  to  suffer  higher  perinatal 
infant  mortality. 

Stillbirths  in  the  District  were  also  slightly  in  excess  of  the 
national  and  county  rates  and  contribute  to  the  perinatal  mortality. 

Illegitimate  babies  in  their  first  year  of  life  had  twice  the 
death  rate  of  legitimate  babies  in  the  area,  * 

Deaths, 

Deaths  for  all  ages  rose  from  391  in  1967,  to  452  in  1968,  but 
fell  to  430  in  1969,  Adjusted  death  rates  were  11.9,  14,4  and  13,5  respect- 

ively. These  are  slightly  in  excess  of  the  national  rates,  but  similar  to 
the  county  death  rates.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  369  in  1967, 

322  in  1968  and  367  in  1969, 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  large  excess  of  deaths  of  males 
compared  with  females  in  the  45-64  years  age  group,  the  principal  cause  being 
ischaemic  heart  disease,  which  includes  coronary  thrombosis.  Obesity,  lack 
of  exercise,  cigarette  smoking  and  heredity  are  major  identifiable  factors, 
and  we  can  do  much  to  help  ourselves  regarding  the  first  three  factors. 

Proper  eating  habits,  the  taking  of  adequate  regular  physical  exercise,  and 
the  avoiding  (or  limiting)  of  cigarette  smoking  will  help  men  keep  healthy. 

Cigarette  smoking  is  also  a proven  major  causative  factor  in 
lung  cancer  and  chronic  bronchitis.  It  is  the  major  cause  of  chronic 
crippling  respiratory  disease,  and  it  is  of  greater  significance  in  this 
respect  than  atmospheric  pollution. 

The  major  causes  of  infant  deaths  were  prematurity  and  congenital 
malformations.  Considerable  research  has  been  carried  out  into  the  causation 
of  congenital  malformations  in  South  Wales  under  Professor  C.R,  Lowe  of  the 
Welsh  National  School  of  Medicine,  Dr,  I.D,G,  Richards  (one  time  Medical  | 

Officer  in  the  Caerphilly  and  Gelligaer  Division),  and  Dr,  K.  laurence  of 
Llandough  Hospital.  The  increased  incidence  of  central  nervous  system 
malformations  such  as  spina  bifida,  hydrocephalus  and  anencephaly  in  this 
eastern  part  of  Glamorgan  and  the  western  valleys  of  Monmouthshire  has  been 
intensively  researched.  A mixed  basis  of  genetic  and  intrauterine  environ- 
mental factors  is  implicated  in  this  increased  incidence.  Further  studies 
and  activities  are  proceeding  in  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  incidence, 
particularly  in  subsequent  pregnancies  in  affected  families.

Epidemic  Disease. 


Apart  from  the  severe  influenza  epidemic  commencing  at  the  middle 
of  December,  1969,  there  were  no  severe  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

Measles  notifications  fell  to  below  half  the  1967  figures  in  1968 
and  1969.  This  may  be  related  to  the  introduction  of  measles  vaccination  as 
public  policy  in  1968.  Parents  have  been  slow  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
significant  advance  in  protecting  their  children  from  an  unpleasant  illness 
which  can  have  serious  sequelae,  including  brain  damage.  They  can  be 
assured  that  measles  vaccination  has  been  proved  to  be  safe  and  effective. 

An  outbreak  of  Shigella  Sonnei  dysentery  occurred  in  1968  in  the 
Nelson  area  affecting  23  schoolchildren,  and  was  associated  with  a larger 
outbreak  affecting  primary  schoolchildren  in  the  Trelewis  and  Bedlinog  areas 
of  Gelligaer  Urban  District  Council.  Cases  were  relatively  mild. 

Pollution  Problems  at  Nantgarw. 

Atmospheric  pollution  worsened  considerably  at  Nantgarw  in  1969, 
with  the  introduction  of  Sunbrite  smokeless  fuel.  Protracted  negotiations 
with  the  National  Coal  Board,  Welsh  Office  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorate 
followed  to  find  a practical  answer  to  the  problem  which  causes  considerable 
nuisance  to  the  tenants  at  Rhydyrhelyg,  Nantgarw.  The  need  for  the  ovens  to 
be  rebuilt  was  generally  accepted. 

Problem  Families. 


It  is  sad  to  reflect  how  often  deprived  families  reproduce  similar 
deprived  families  in  their  progeny.  Poor  maternal  care,  poor  housing,  poor 
housekeeping  and  budgeting  on  low  incomes,  poor  school  attendance  often  ^^ilere 
elder  children  look  after  younger  ones,  early  exposure  to  loose  sexual 
behaviour,  are  a few  of  the  major  factors  that  contribute  to  the  patterns 
recurring.  A stable  home  with  parents  who  care  about  and  try  to  understand 
their  child  are  the  most  important  factors  in  the  development  of  any  child. 

In  the  realisation  of  the  many  positive  influences  that  have  enabled  us  to 
stand,  apart  from  true  value  of  every  human  life,  it  must  follow  that  our 
sympathy,  patience  and  help  must  reach  out  to  those  who  from  conception  on 
have  had  additional  hazards  and  handicaps  of  every  description  with  which  to 
contend. 


Even  so,  it  is  my  firm  belief  that  some  form  of  family  limitation 
must  be  achieved  where  further  children  coming  into  the  home  will  meet  with 
neglect.  For  instance,  where  a woman  has  already  had  4 illegitimate 
children  and  there  is  no  natural  father  in  the  home,  or  where  there  is  proven 
neglect,  surely  further  pregnancies  must  be  prevented.  Some  women  caiuiot 
help  themselves  in  this  respect.  Some  we  have  been  able  to  help,  by  insert- 
ing the  intrauterine  contraceptive  device,  or  some  other  contraceptive, 
through  the  local  family  planning  clinic.  Equally  so,  the  mentally  subnormal 
woman  requires  protection. 

Members  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  Caerphilly  and 
Gelligaer  Health  Division  unquestionably  holds  the  outstanding  position  in 
the  provision  of  family  planning  services  in  the  whole  of  the  County  of 
Glamorgan,  and  the  County  of  Glamorgan  itself  is  one  of  a limited  number  of 
local  health  authorities  who  offer  a relatively  comprehensive  service,  to 
both  unmarried  and  married  women  alike.

Caerphilly  District  Miners*  Hospital. 

The  fate  of  oiir  hospital  as  a district  hospital  was  seriously 
threatened  in  the  Summer  of  1968,  by  the  rumours  and  the  later  publication 
of  the  Joint  Planning  Group’s  Report  on  their  proposals  for  the 
Re-organisation  of  the  Hospital  Services  in  the  Greater  Cardiff  Area  in 
November,  1969,  Considerable  activity  by  this  Council,  especially  the 
Chairmen  at  the  time.  Councillors  B.A,  Rowland,  K,  Wright,  and  Coxincillor 
M.G,  Griffiths  (Health  Committee),  the  Hospital  Action  Committee,  the 
Working  Party  of  doctors,  representatives  of  all  organisations,  civic 
authorities  and  industry  in  the  area,  all  helped  to  put  over  the  importance 
of  the  case  for  the  retention  and  expansion  of  the  hospital.  The  Member 
of  Parliament,  Mr.  Fred  Evans,  was  also  very  active  in  his  support,  both  in 
parliamentary  questions  and  discussions,  and  in  community  activity.  It  is 
right  and  proper  to  record  the  excellent  work  of  the  Public  Relations 
Officer,  Mr,  R.D,  Scobie,  and  also  the  Clerk  (then  the  Acting  Clerk), 

Mr.  M.O.  Rawlins. 

There  is  indeed  proven  need  for  the  maintenance  of  a District 
General  Hospital  north  of  Cardiff  to  serve  the  Rhymney  Valley,  and  also 
every  reason  for  the  Claerphilly  District  Miners’  Hospital  to  be  retained 
and  expanded  to  provide  an  adequate  and  accessible  service  to  this  area  in 
which  there  is  continuing  growth  of  population  and  industry.  The  future 
provision  of  an  efficient  and  available  casualty  service  and  paediatric  and 
obstetric  care  for  this  area,  cause  me  most  anxiety  when  considering  the 
concentration  of  many  major  medical  facilities  at  the  University  Hospital 
of  Wales  at  the  Heath,  or  at  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  planning  the  re-organisation 
of  the  hospital  services  to  a large  community,  could  originate  apparently 
as  largely  an  exercise  for  the  Hospital  Board  and  the  Teaching  Hospital 
without  considerable  recourse  to  discussions  with  those  engaged  in  the 
Community  Health  and  Social  Services,  of  which  the  Hospitals  form  a most 
important  part.  The  family  doctor  service  and  the  public  health  service, 
with  the  hospital  service,  form  a unity  of  care.  The  care  of  children, 
preventing  disease,  treating  it  early,  or  the  continued  care  of  disabling 
conditions  require  a team  approach  and  not  simply  analyses  of  bed  figures, 
however  well  intent ioned. 

Similarly,  the  case  of  the  elderly  or  of  the  mentally  ill  can 
only  be  considered  in  the  total  community  setting.  Briefly,  if  the 
domiciliary  and  preventive  services  are  well  developed  and  support  in  the 
home  or  in  sheltered  housing  or  sheltered  employment  is  available,  the 
requirements  for  hospital  treatment  become  greatly  modified.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  full  concept  of  community 
medicine  by  the  leaders  of  medical  education,  and  that  all  decisions  taken 
will  be  in  accord  with  its  basic  concepts,  to  the  benefit  of  the  patient 
and  family. 
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In  concluding  these  opening  paragraphs,  I wish  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  particularly  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support*  To  Councillor  Morgan  G. 
Griffiths  as  Public  Health  Committee  Chairman  goes  my  gratitude  for  his 
unfailing  help  at  all  times;  likewise  to  the  Officers  of  other  depart- 
ments for  their  co-of>eration  and  assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  enthusiasm*

It  will  be  noted  that  in  1968,  99  deaths  were  due  to  ischaemic 
heart  disease,  73  of  these  were  in  persons  under  age  65,  and  in  1969  there 
were  104  deaths  from  this  disease,  31  of  which  were  in  persons  under  65o 

The  Cancers. 


In  the  area  in  1968  there  were  12  cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung, 
and  16  in  1969. 

Malignant  growth  of  breast  caused  10  deaths  in  1968,  and  of  the 
uterus,  2 deaths;  whereas  in  1969  there  were  6 deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
breast,  and  7 of  the  uterus.  Both  of  these  conditions  are  partly  prevent- 
able, At  the  Cervical  Cytology  screening  clinics  rim  by  the  County  Council 
early  diagnosis  of  both  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  and  of  the  breasts  is 
aimed  at,  by  carrying  out  the  particular  examination.  In  the  years  1968 
and  1969  there  were  no  suspect  cases  found  or  treated.

Koch's  bacillus  claimed  no  deaths  in  1968,  although  there  were  9 
new  cases;  in  1969  there  were  3 deaths  and  3 new  cases. 

The  Caerphilly  Chest  Clinic  (with  Dr.  N. C.  Norman  the  Physician- 
in-Charge),  and  the  hospitals  do  most  of  the  work  regarding  the  control  of 
tuberculosis,  but  notification  to  the  County  Health  Department  causes  the 
health  visiting  staff  to  diligently  enquire  of  all  the  necessary  facts  relating 
to  the  case  and  the  family.  The  information  obtained  enables  the  proper 
supervision  and  follow-up  of  these  families  and  contacts  to  proceed  fay  the 
Chest  Clinic. 

It  was  not  necessary  in  1968  or  1969  for  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  take  action  against  any  individual  under  the  powers  vested  in  him 
under  the  Control  of  Tuberculosis  Regulations.  This  Authority  offers 
accommodation  to  victims  of  tuberculosis  and  their  families,  if  required  by 
reasons  of  overcrowding,  to  avoid  cross  infection  between  the  members  of  the 
family. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 


In  the  Caerphilly  and  Gelligaer  Health  Division  skin  testing  of 
children  over  13  years  of  age  was  carried  out  during  1969.  The  Table  below 
gives  details  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  programme.

MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE 


To  continue  to  run  this  Service,  the  School  Meals  Service  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  again  in  1968  came  to  our  aid  and  permitted  us  to 
collect  the  nreals  in  bulk  from  the  lansbury  Park  School  Canteen,  and  the  meals 
were  then  plated  in  special  containers  at  the  kitchen  in  Penyrheol  Community 
Centre, 


During  the  Christmas  of  1967  donations  of  meat  were  received  from 
butchers  and  others  in  the  area  which  augmented  the  meat  supply  during 
Christmas  week,  and  in  1968  the  Caerphilly  Ladies  Circle  gave  turkeys.  I 

would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  those  who  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the 
aged  in  the  area. 

Towards  the  end  of  1968  our  new  Kitchen  was  built  at  Mill  Road, 
Caerphilly,  and  on  the  3rd  January,  1969,  was  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Councillor  M.G,  Griffiths.  It  was  designed 
by  the  Council’s  Engineer  &.  Surveyor’s  Department,  constructed  by  Stancliff 
Contractors  Ltd,,  and  the  Wales  Gas  Board  suppited  the  equipment.  In  addition, 
to  the  Organiser  and  4 driver /assist ants  it  was  necessary  to  engage  a cook,  2 
kitchen  maids  and  a further  2 driver /assistants.  The  first  meals  were 
produced  and  delivered  from  the  Kitchen  on  the  6th  January,  1969,

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Taf  Ftechan  Water  Board  serves  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the 
Urban  District,  together  with  Nelson  and  the  Aber  Valley.  The  water  in  the 
Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  Cardiff  Corporation.  Except  when  there  are 
bursts  in  the  mains,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  is  satisfactory 
over  the  whole  of  the  area  supplied  by  the  two  imdertakings „ 

Following  protracted  negotiations  between  the  Council  and  the  Taf 
Pechan  Water  Board  for  the  provision  of  a piped  supply  to  the  Caerphilly 
Mountain  area,  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  18  properties  were  connected 
to  a mains  water  supply  during  1969, 

There  was  one  plumbosolvent  water  in  the  area.  Seven  chemical 
samples  of  this  water  showed  a lead  solution  present;  blood  samples  were  also 
taken  and  the  household  advised  not  to  drink  the  water  in  the  meantime,  Hiis 
water  was  from  a spring  feeding  into  a storage  tank  then  supplying  the  house 
via  lead  piping.  The  premises  was  connected  to  a mains  supply  in  1969,  The 
Sor-  r;--  ’s  Department  delivered  water  by  tanker  up  to  the  time  of  conoection 
of  the  -roperty  to  the  mains  supply. 
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There  are  no  stand  pipe  supplies  to  domestic  premises,  but  one 
stand  pipe  exists  in  the  Fairground  at  Bedwas  Road,  Caerphilly,  which  is  used 
at  intervals  by  showground  people. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 


There  are  two  very  satisfactory  open  air  swimming  pools  in  the 
area;  both  are  owned  by  the  Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council,  The  larger 
in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park  has  a capacity  of  132,000  gallons,  and  the  smaller 
in  Llanbradach  holds  103,000  gallons.  In  both,  the  water  is  subject  to 
continuous  filtration,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

Of  the  11  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  the  swimming  pools 
during  1968,  one  was  unsatisfactory  from  the  Llanbradach  pool  and  one  from 
the  paddling  pool  in  Caerphilly. 

In  1969,  of  the  24  samples  taken  from  both  Pools,  19  were 
satisfactory  and  5 unsatisfactory,  (2  - paddling  pool,  2 - swimming  pool, 
Caerphilly;  1 - Llanbradach  pool).  The  necessary  corrective  action  was 
taken,  the  cause  was  due  to  minor  mechanical  faults  and  subsequent  check 
samples  were  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  at  Nelson,  the  only  one  within  the  area, 
was  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year.  However,  I estimate  that 
there  are  still  over  70  cesspits  in  operation  in  the  Urban  District  and 
unfortunately  the  situation  does  not  seem  to  be  showing  any  improvement. 

Having  regard  to  the  new  housing  estate  in  course  of  construction 
at  Hendredenny  Hall,  I have  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to 
connecting  the  village  of  Groeswen  to  the  sewerage  system,  and  a detailed 
scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  collection  in  the  area  is  completely  imdertaken  by  the 
Engineer  &,  Surveyor's  Department  of  the  Council. 


PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

All  places  of  Public  Entertainment  are  kept  under  surveillance  by 
the  Public  Health  Department , and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  generally 
speaking  a reasonably  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  is  being 
maintained.  In  1968  and  1969,  one  premises  was  regularly  showing  films  and 
3 holding  bingo  sessions,  open  to  the  public. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963. 


There  are  2 such  establishments  in  the  Urban  Area  which,  on 
inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  considered  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory  standard  and  have  accordingly  been  licensed  by  the  Local 
Authority .

The  Brewery  Companies  with  licensed  houses  in  the  area  are  still  continuing  to 
improve  their  premises,  both  in  decoration  and  amenity,  and  compare  favourably 
with  others  in  the  County.  These  steps  are  welcomed. 

Ice  Cream, 


There  were  136  ice  cream  retailers  registered  in  the  area  in  1968 
and  140  in  1969.  All  the  retailers  trade  in  ice  cream  produced  by  various 
major  firms,  there  being  3 cold  mix  local  productions. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  only  remaining  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  is  that  of  Messrs. 
J.  Jones  Bros,,  13,  Pontygwindy  Road,  Caerphilly.  There  are  9 licensed 
slaughtermen  in  the  area.  All  meat  is  inspected  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations  by  the  I.nspectors  and  the  following  Table  shows  the  number  of 
animals  examined.

Food  Examing-tion, 


Food  sampling  in  the  area  is  undertaken  both  by  the  County  Sampling 
Officers  and  your  own  Inspectors,  and  Tables  XX  and  XXI  reflect  the  work 
undertaken  in  these  fields  by  the  two  Authorities. 

Many  food  complaints  from  the  public  are  investigated  by  the 
Department  during  the  year,  with  the  object  of  advising  food  handlers  in  the 
preparation  and  presentation  of  food  in  order  to  prevent  infectious  disease 
and  food  poisoning. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  I960. 

In  1968  a routine  inspection  of  a cafe  in  the  area  revealed  an 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs,  A Notice  under  the  above  Regulations 
resulted  in  very  little  improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene,  I^gal 
proceedings  were  instituted,  the  cafe  owner  fined,  and  considerable  improve- 
ment resulted. 

-Poultry  Inspection. 

There  are  no  processing  premises  within  the  Urban  Area.

In  general,  conditions  in  local  shops  where  assistants  are 
employed  are  favourable,  and  the  owners  are  ready  to  co-operate  with  any 
suggestions  made  by  your  Inspectors. 

Table  XXII  shows  the  number  of  business  premises  of  all  types 
which  come  vinder  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Shops  Inspectors  in  the  Urban  Area, 
and  Table  XXIII  relates  to  those  businesses  where  different  types  of  food 
or  drug-s  are  supplied. 

Of  the  total  258  premises  in  1968  and  250  in  1969  coming  into 
this  category.  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  16  and  19  (1960)  apply  to  all  the 
premises. 


Regulation  16  refers  to  the  provision  of  sufficient  wash-hand 
basins  for  the  use  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food,  together  with 
an  adequate  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  and  also  a supply  of  clean  towels 
and  soap.  Regulation  19  refers  to  the  facilities  for  washing  food  equipment 
(sinks),  and  also  a supply  of  soap  or  other  suitable  detergent,  also  cleaning 
cloths  or  other  suitable  means  of  drying. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Report  surveys  the  work  carried  out  in  1968  and  1969  under 
the  above  mentioned  Act.  The  Act  makes  provisions  for  the  safety,  health  and 
welfare  of  persons  employed  in  offices,  shops,  depots  and  catering  establish- 
ments, etc.  It  is  true  to  say  that  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  during  the  two 
years  has  improved  the  working  standards  in  several  sub-standard  and  new 
premises  where  the  statutory  requirements  have  been  taken  into  account  at  the 
planning  stage.

in  spite  of  the  fact  that  some  premises  have  closed  and  others  ceased  to  exist 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  Detailed  surveys  were  carried  out  on  53 
premises  during  the  period,  while  820  visits  were  made  to  all  premises. 

The  number  of  accidents  reported  and  investigated  during  the  period 
was  20,  all  of  which  were  non-fatal  and  of  a minor  nature.  The  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  (Hoists  and  Lifts)  Regulations  came  into  operation  in  May, 
1969,  These  Regulations  provide  the  same  safeguards  for  lifts  in  offices  and 
shops  as  are  provided  in  factories.  They  impose  requirements  covering  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  examination  of  lifts. 

The  department  have  continued  their  policy  of  securing  compliance 
with  the  Act  through  advice  and  persuasion.  It  was  often  sufficient  to  give 
occupiers  oral  warnings  and  informal  notices,  then  follow-up  with  further 
visits. 


During  the  four  years  in  which  the  Act  has  been  in  operation,  a 
spirit  of  co-operation  and  goodwill  has  developed  between  the  department  and 
the  factory  inspectorate.  In  conclusion,  the  Tables  below  indicate  briefly 
the  activities  of  the  department  during  the  2 years  in  question.

Improvement  Grants. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  improving  housing  standards  by 
the  allocation  of  Improvement  Grants,  it  might  be  stated  that  during  1968,  91 
applications  for  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  were  paid  off.  In  1969, 

74  were  paid  off. 

Slum  Clearance. 

During  1968  representations  were  made  and  confirmed  making  Orders 
on  2 properties,  one  for  demolition  and  one  for  closure.  The  families  were 
rehoused  in  both  instances. 

In  1969,  7 properties  were  represented  and  Orders  made.  Three 
families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council,  one  person  went  into  a Home  for  the 
Aged,  and  the  remaining  family  waited  for  a specific  vacancy. 

During  the  period  10  visits  were  made  to  temporary  dwellings  to 
ensure  the  maintenance  of  adequate  living  standards.

During  the  year,  representations  were  made  under  the  above  Act  for 
work  to  be  carried  out  on  one  property  in  the  Urban  Area,  and  the  repairs  were

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  during  the  year  regarding 
persons  v/ho  were  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  were  not  receiving  proper 
care  and  attention.
